On 
final adoption nearly all received a 
unanimous vote. 
The suffrage provis 


ion drew sixteen negative votes, prin- 
cipally because it did not grant the 
right of franchise to citizens of the 


] state who happened to be enlisted in 
' the army or the navy, a matter which 
1 was thoroughly thrashed out in com- 
mittee of the whole. 
A few objected 


to the provfsion because women were 
not given equal suffrage with men. 
The provisions signed were: Federal 
relations, state militia, oath of officers, 
immigration, impeachment, public road 
system, state commission of charities, 
geological survey, suffrage, mines and 
mining, oil and gas, establishing the 
doctrine of assumed risk,limiting power 
to abrogate damages, waiving benefits 
secured by constitution or laws, 2c 
railroad fare, fellow servant doctrine, 
homestead and exemption, board of 
health and sanitation, salaries of su- 
preme and district court judges, state 
printing plant, banks and bunking and 
:ounty and township organizations. 


The insurance department was reop- 


ened by a close vote and the commis- 
sioner, heretofore declarec' appointive 
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by the governor, was made elective by 
the people. The committee will pre- 
scribe qualifications of the office. 


A report granting suffrage to women 


in school elections was defeated. 


In the revenue and taxation provision 


Mr. Hughes amended ao any municipal 
corporation may become indebted be- 
yond the general limitations for the 
purpose of purchasing, constructing or 
repairing public utilities, by a majority 
of the taxpayers ao voting.

and signed by the president in the con- 
stitutional convention yesterday. On 
final adoption nearly all received a 
unanimous vote. 
The suffrage provis 


ion drew sixteen negative votes, prin- 
cipally because it did not grant the 
right of franchise to citizens of the 
state who happened to be enlisted in 
the army or the navy, a matter which 
was thoroughly thrashed out in com- 
mittee of the whole. 
A few objected 


to the provfsion because women were 
not given equal suffrage with men, 
The provisions signed were; 
Federal 


relations, state militia, oath of officers, 
immigration, impeachment, public road 
system, state commission of charities, 
geological survey, suffrage, mines and 
mining, oil and gas, establishing the 
doctrine of assumed risk, limiting power 
to abrogate damages, waiving benefits 
secured by constitution or lawa, 2c 
railroad fare, fellow servant doctrine, 
homeatead and exemption, board of 
health and sanitation, salaries of su~ 
preme and district court judges, state 
printing plant, banks and banking and 
county and township organizations. 


The insurance department was reop- 


ened by a clos*1 vote and tho commis- 
sioner, hereto fore declared appointive 


by the governor, was made elective by 
the people. The committee will pre- 
scribe qualifications of the office. 


A report granting suffrage to women 


in school elections was defeated. 


In the revenue and taxation provision 


Mr. Hughes amended so any municipal 
corporation may become indebted be- 
yond the general limitations for the 
purpose of purchasing, constructing or 
repairing public utilities, by a majority 
of the taxpayers so voting. This feat- 
ure saves to cities the municipal owner- 
ship idea, as the limitation of indebted- 
ness, already provided for, which is the 
current revenue of the year, would 
have prevented the issuance of bonds, 
etc., for such purposes. 


Before being entitled to the benefit
